This interview with a brief story of 
the band...

(Mauro) on vocals, Sergio on lead guitar, JuanDavid 
banging the drums, Nico on the second guitar and 
Í Sebastian shredding on the bass. 
EP: How is the local metal scene in your country? 
Do you play live often? 
MO: The scene in colombia is very big, 
here extreme sounds reign, it's a country 
| where you hear a lot more death, thrash 
and black. The underground scene is full 
of bands, and live audiences with a 
lot of energy, obviously it's not a 
perfect scene, there are many things 
to improve, | feel that more record 
labels dedicated to work shoulder to 
with the bands are needed, but there 
is plenty of musical talent here.

Interview with: Dan Baker (Drummer) / Бу: Ed Perez 


Ed Perez: Yoo Dan what's up brother, Let's start this interview with a brief story 


of Limbsplitter. 


Dan Baker: Limbsplitter was started by lead guitarist/songwriter Bob Buchanan 
over 15 years ago. He wrote a handful of songs and made a demo with the aid 
of a drum machine. He then hooked up with bassist Luke Gawel and they 
started looking for members. In 2012 | was moving back to Ohio from Florida 
and heard from Bob's uncle about the band and | listened to the demo and 
saw lots of potential so | tried out and we started fucking shit up. We rounded 
out the lineup with lead guitarist Dylan Gordon and a few different vocalists 
until we found Devin Swank aka Swank Nasty. Luke left the band and we got 
Rob Lesniak on bass, and after two albums Devin left so we have Zack Ferris 


from Ohio's Dissected on vocals now. 


EP: Who had the idea for the band's name Limbsplitter? 


DB: Bob named the band. 


EP: How do you describe the music of Limbsplitter's in your own words? 
DB: It's what we call gore metal. Bob writes most of the music and he is 


heavily influenced by Exhumed and loves thrash. 


EP: Who is your biggest influence and inspiration as a drummer? 


Do you play any other instruments? 


DB: There are alot of drummers in extreme music and not in metal at all that 
| am influenced by, ranging from Nick Mason, and Bill Ward to Dave 
Lombardo, Charlie Benante, Eric Roy, and Dobber Beverly. The only 
instrument l can play is the drums, and l can't even do that very well. LoL! 


EP: What is the biggest achievement for Limbsplitter as band 'till date? 
DB: Honestly | think our biggest achievement is that we are still playing and 
this band keeps pushing on. ! have always said playing death metal is like 
loving a woman that doesn't love you back. Dealing with line up changes, 
the extreme loss of money, shitty promoters, and everything else just to play 
this awesome genre of music can take a toll. But we keep going.
